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A Tri-Town Year in Review

Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester - three 
very different towns that have united as one Tri-Town - 
have passed through yet another year in time, with each 
community seeing its own issues emerge and enter the 
distinctive Zeitgeists of their respective towns. 

As we pass from one year into the next, we at The 
Wanderer like to take a look back to see where we have 
come from, where we have been, and where, with any 
guess, we might go in the coming year. 

So let's take a look back and remember the main 
topics that topped town hall business and dominated the 
conversations amongst neighbors! Here, we now give you 
the year 2016. 

In Marion, the most recent major event on 
collective history is, by far, the acquisition of the VFW 
Post 2425 Benjamin D. Cushing building, which selectmen 
just this month officially designated as a senior center/ 
community center to the delight of Marion seniors who 
have been anticipating a senior center of their very own. 

However, there was a steep price to pay for 
this gain. VFW Post 2425 disbanded due to dwindling 
membership, which is a loss in itself for the entire 
community. On December 7, Post Commander Demi 
Barros and VFW member Rodney Hunt signed the deed 
to the building over to the Town. 

The Marion Board of Health has taken up arms 
this year against Big Tobacco with its intent to categorize 
menthol cigarettes as 'flavored tobacco' and ban it from 
sale in town. 

With the help of various nonprofit organizations 
that oppose tobacco use, the town may receive some 
legal assistance to help win its fight, but a fight is coming 
indeed, as has warned the attorney for R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Company. Only time will tell now if the Town 
can win its fight against Big Tobacco. 

Also in the news, Hollywood actor James 
Spader attended one of the Board of Selectmen meetings 
in July and spoke out against Shea Doonan's last 
aquaculture proposal off Meadow Island. Although the 
actor's appearance was likely more exciting for local

news reporters than selectmen, the Planting Island 
residents were far more excited when selectmen voted 
against the aquaculture farm. In 2017, Chris Bryant will 
undergo hearings with selectmen and the Conservation 
Commission to determine the fate of his proposed 
aquaculture farm off Meadow Island, a proposal that 
Planting Island residents have already begun to speak out 
against. 

Speaking of selectmen, Marion said farewell 
to former Selectman Jon Henry and said 'hello' to new 
Selectman Steve Gonsalves, who beat Norm Hills during 
the election. Gonsalves continues to serve on the Planning 
Board, as well. 

Also, Marion was the first to acquire through state 
grant funds a fleet of electric vehicles, which has enabled 
the Town to phase out a couple of gas-guzzling clunkers. 

Overall, it was a relatively quiet year in Marion. 

Mattapoisett, likewise, enjoyed a relatively 
quiet year of its own - that is, unless you are one of the 
neighbors to the Inn at Shipyard Park who are fighting 
against a special permit to allow the inn to increase 
capacity and live entertainment. 

Neighbor Maureen Butler, with her attorney, 
appealed the Zoning Board of Appeals decision to grant 
the special permit to allow the inn's growth. 

The matter is currently in litigation and has not 
yet been resolved. 

There was certainly an uptick in the upgrading 
of certain historic village streets, with new infrastructure 
work, new sidewalks, plus water and gas main upgrades 
on streets such as Church, Water, Pearl, and Hammond. 
The town is seeking further grants for increased 
infrastructure upgrading in the coming New Year. 

However, if you asked Animal Control Officer 
Kathy Massey, she probably wouldn't agree that it has 
been a quiet year in Mattapoisett. Take the rabid raccoon 
from back on July 8, for example. 
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Massey is a natural storyteller and when she told 
the tale of the rabid raccoon and its shifty, fluttering eyes, 
you felt a chill go up your spine. 

The raccoon attacked a woman working in her 
garden before Massey cornered the rabid creature up a 
tree and captured it. 

'TTl never forget the eyes," Massey stated. 

Rochester also had a fine year, with many 
residents celebrating the sun setting on the proposed solar 
farm in the historic center of town. 

Neither the Planning Board nor voters at the 
Annual Town Meeting were aware that a vote to adopt a 
new solar bylaw amendment would stop the project in its 
tracks back in June. 

In its June 28 letter to the Planning Board, after 
months of slogging through the permitting process 
against the opposition of many an abutter, solar 
developer Renewable Generation LLC cited its reason 
for withdrawing its application due to "extenuating 
permitting challenges." 

Will 2017 bring a new application for a 
developer of some other commercial or light industrial 
establishment? 

Rochester Town Meeting voters in 2016 not only 
said 'no' to a new town annex building, they also said a 
definite 'no' to construction for a new town hall of any 
fashion. 

Selectmen are now heading towards exploring

town hall annex only options, which should begin to 
solidify more in the coming year once the town hall annex 
building subcommittee comes up with a new plan of 
action for the Town and taxpayers alike. 

Overall in Tri-Town, the drought hit the area 
pretty significantly A drought 'watch' back in late August 
quickly escalated into a drought 'warning' in mid- 
September. Mandatory outdoor water restrictions were 
implemented, many of which have yet to be lifted even in 
December. As of December 1, the region still remains in a 
drought watch. 

The closing of Buzzards Bay to shellfishing back 
in October was a pretty big deal, especially for those who 
relish the opening of the shellfishing season. The closure, 
due to a high concentration of toxic phytoplankton, 
remained in effect until the ban was lifted October 31. 

What will 2017 bring the three towns next? 
Anyone care to guess? Solar farms? Aquaculture? More 
rabid raccoon chases? 

There is one thing that is for certain, however. The 
Wanderer, which is officially 25 years old this year, will

A New Normal 

This Mattapoisett Life

The term ''new normal" didn't hold much 
meaning for me until my full-speed busy schedule came 
to an abrupt halt due to an injury. My new normal is being 
able to attend to personal hygiene unassisted, getting in 
and out of a car from the passenger side unassisted, and 
lots of sitting, sitting, and more sitting. 

After a joyfully active summer that found me 
walking and biking miles, spending hours swimming 
and even completing a triathlon, my right ankle went on 
strike. Verdict on repair and what the final outcome may 
be is currently pending. Since October, I've been slowed 
to a crawl with casts, crutches and sometimes using a 
wheelchair. 

While all of this is massively inconvenient, I 
count my blessings and consider myself lucky. I may walk 
unaided in the future and, for now, my general health is 
excellent. 

This new normal has given me the opportunity to 
experience just how difficult it can be to get through a day 
doing what we humans have to do - bathe, shop, eat, use 
public restrooms. When your car loses a tire, you don't get 
very far very easily. The same is true when one's bipedal 
physiology becomes mono-pedal so to speak. 

Take using a wheelchair, for instance. The 
challenges abound.

Recently, my husband was pushing me around 
the village streets giving this ole gal some fresh air and 
allowing our little fluffy pal Harry a chance to water his 
favorite corners when we realized that all sidewalks aren't 
wheelchair friendly. 

Mattapoisett, as you may be aware, is planning to 
improve the roads and sidewalks throughout the seaside 
area. In the meantime, if you are using or pushing a 
wheelchair, you'll find that some sidewalks do not have 
curb cuts or ramps that allow for easy street crossing or 
access. The only option available is to use the roadway - 
not the safest option, but for someone in a wheelchair and 
desirous of enjoying the area, it's the only option. 

You'd think that large retail chains would be 
fully up to speed on addressing the needs of all their 
customers, including those in wheelchairs. And for the 
most part, that is true as far as I can tell. But the other day 
while out shopping in one of these mega-stores, I was 
surprised at how difficult it was to use the wheelchair 
accessible restroom. 

First and foremost was the monumental task of 
opening the door. 

There wasn't an exterior push button to 
automatically open the door, and trying to push the door 
open with one hand and operate the wheelchair with the 
other hand made getting into the room impossible. I was 
very grateful when a friendly employee came along to 
help me out.

But I had the same problem when attempting 
to exit the restroom. Suffice to say I managed, but not 
without a tremendous ninja-like effort. Not the ideal from 
where I sit. 

Fve had a few surprising revelations from my 
seated position: some not so pleasant, some heartening. 

It seems that some people think it is okay to 
cut-off a person in a wheelchair. These would be the 
same people who drive like maniacs. To that lady in 
the cosmetics aisle who reached across my torso to grab 
eyeliner - REALLY?! Or the clerk at the grocery store who 
placed the skid of vegetables right in front of me as I was 
trying to select apples, what did you expect me to do, 

ELY over that skid? But to the dozens of people who've 
allowed me clear passage, your small act of kindness is 
truly appreciated. 

And then there are the crutches. My favorite 
small shops and cafes have become off limits due to 
tight spaces. Lor anyone who has used these mobility 
appliances, you know they can be tricky to use under 
the best circumstances. And speaking strictly for myself, 
crutches are limiting due to the amount of effort it takes to 
get from point A to point B. I think on an average day, Tve 
got about 100 yards in me. 

All in all, my conclusions about human nature 
have been confirmed - there are good people, selfish 
people, people who understand how unpleasant it is to 
have limited mobility, and people who could care less. I

pioneered conservation legislation including the Clean 
Water Act of 1972, an environmental landmark equal in 
significance to the historical Migratory Bird Act of 1916 
and as nationally whistle-blowing as Rachel Carson's 
Silent Spring, banning the use of D.D.T. so destructive to 
the nesting of birds. 

Mike Huguenin, president of the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust, told me he is strongly among those believing 
that nature has an inert capacity to right itself and 
overcome man's destruction, providing left to its own 
recovery through the preservation of open land. 

This dovetails with the Indian premise that the 
land that God gave does not belong to us, but instead to 
the next generation of our children and grandchildren. 

The air we breathe, water we drink, food we eat, 
and the planetary seasons are all encompassed under the 
sacred heritage we leave them.

(NPDES) permit, despite the Town's efforts to propose 
alternative approaches to the significantly more stringent 
nitrogen levels. 

Marion's last NPDES permit expired back in 2012 
and, during the past approximately two years since the 
EPA first contacted the Town regarding the reissuance of 
the permit, the town has been meeting with engineers, the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection, 
and the EPA with proposed measures to find solutions 
"outside the box," as Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
put it, that would allow the town to find an alternative 
to costly upgrades to the existing wastewater treatment 
plant and sludge lagoons.

information that we have received from you and others . . . 
since the public notice period ended nearly a year ago," 
writes Ellen Weitzler, section chief of municipal permits 
at the EPA, "we are not persuaded by your reasons to 
further delay the long overdue reissuance of Marion's 
permit." 

The Town had hoped the EPA would allow 
more time to explore regionalization of its sewer system 
with neighboring towns including Wareham and also 
took measures to explore the feasibility of tying the 
neighborhoods at Aucoot Cove to minimize septic system 
nitrogen pollution. 

"Needless to say, we were a little surprised," said 
Dawson. "We thought that made sense.... You can see in 
their letter they appreciate our proposal . . . but they don't 
agree with us..." 

Dawson said the Town would have no choice but 
to appeal the NPDES permit once it is issued, which could 
result in "a long drawn-out battle."

it's going to be a positive [for Marion]," Gonsalves said, 
adding that he was praying he was right.

Sippican School Water Passes Testing

Director of Facilities Gene Jones told the 
Marion School Committee on December 21 that water 
testing conducted by the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection produced good water quality 
results. 

The tests measured lead and copper levels from 
drinking fountains and water faucets used for food 
preparation, and Jones said he was happy to announce 
that Sippican School "passed with flying colors." 

Samples were taken from 89 sites in the school, 
and each came back well below the alert levels from the 
state, Jones stated.

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and Sippican School was one of many in the state 
accepted for fully funded testing. 

''Sippican' s water was perfect for drinking," said 
Jones, "there was nothing reportable." 

Water samples will be analyzed annually for two 
years and, once results display good quality water for two 
years in a row, the state will only require water sampling 
every three years. 

"I'm very pleased," Jones said. 

In other matters, a classroom damaged by a 
mechanical malfunction in the school's uni vent heating 
and cooling system has been restored after extensive 
water damage resulted from the incident earlier this 
month.

score of 962 and the national score of 938. In the 11th 
grade. Old Rochester had 133 test-takers with a mean 
total score of 1095.

The Annual Box-Office Lament, 2016 Edition 

We live in a country where: 

- Dirty Grandpa made more money than Hail, 

Caesar 

- Now You See Me 2 made more money than The 

Witch 

- Me Before You made more money than Hunt for 
the Wilderpeople 

- Even Batman: The Killing Joke made more in the 
two days it played in theaters than Knight of Cups did in its 
entire ten- week run. 

Now, some of this is down to distribution. 

Knight of Cups was only ever in 68 theaters nationwide, 
while Killing Joke enjoyed a 1,325-theater bow before 
its subsequent release on DVD and Blu-ray (why the 
theatrical release — to qualify it for Oscar nominations?). 
Still, it goes to explain why so very little is left in theaters 
worth getting in the car to see if you're, say, 30 or older, 
whereas the blockbusters seem aimed at teens and kids as 
never before. 

Of the top ten box-office titans of 2016, only two 
were original concepts — not a sequel or a remake or 
based on previously seen material, in other words — and 
they were both kiddie flicks: The Secret Life of Pets and 
Zootopia. Now, I hear good things about Zootopia, and Pets 
looked funny enough, but the point is, there used to be at 
least one or two things on that chart for grown-ups, too. 
Twenty years ago, Jerry Maguire and A Time to Kill both 
made the top ten. You can (and, in the latter case, should) 
have problems with these two films, but they were 
R-rated movies aimed at adults. 

Not so this year's list. Every damn movie in the 
top ten is for the younger set — a comic-book movie or an 
animated movie or a Star Wars film. Even the one R-rated 
film, Deadpool (which I admit was pretty entertaining), 
was based on a comic book and pretty solidly pointed at 
the teen heart. This is increasingly what you see when 
you look at the movie listings online (wanna know why 
listings aren't in many newspapers any more? Because 
print-newspaper readers, a dying breed, are not in the 
favored moviegoing demographic). If you want adult 
entertainment (not porn), you have to stream it on iTunes 
or Amazon ... or look to television. 


Some 

have asked 
me why 
my reviews 
in the past 
year or two 
have trended 
away from 
new releases 
and towards 
classics or 
smaller 
independent 
films that don't 
get theatrical 
treatment. 

I can only answer that there are only so many ways to 
review superhero movies, or the same Joseph Campbell 
hero's journey told and retold endlessly, and still maintain 
interest. I would rather this column were a productive 
mix of criticism of film and celebration of the art than a 
constant moan of complaint against movie trends that 
now seem permanently, noxiously, too much with us. 

So, for the present, we will continue to examine a 
blend of old, new, big and small here. I would sooner tell 
you about something obscure you might miss, or perhaps 
inspire you to revisit a classic, than haul out another 
disappointed review of something you weren't likely to 
go see in the first place. This column was never meant to 
be a sort of Consumer Reports of movies, anyway. I still 
love movies, their potential, their art. For the record, of 
the vanishingly few films I saw this year that got any kind 
of major release, my top pick is Robert Eggers' The Witch. 
It does what pure art often does — it puts us in an alien 
mindset and entrances us by the thoroughness of its detail 
and the clarity of its vision. 

I highly recommend that film, either through 
streaming or checking it out of the library, with honorable 
mentions going to the filthy but deceptively thoughtful 
Sausage Party, the raucous goof Deadpool, the newly 
poignant Ghostbusters, the finely judged Miss Sharon Jones, 
the simplistic but rousing Hidden Figures, the sympathetic 
Jackie, and — what the hell. I'll count it — the re-release 
of the year, Orson Welles' technically compromised but 
artistically miraculous Chimes at Midnight, whose Battle 
of Shrewsbury sequence is still so far beyond most 
modern film attempts at action, violence, or combat the 
comparison hardly seems fair. But then, nobody said art 
was fair. Or dead. Just resting.

Whaling Museum for Moby-Dick Marathon 

It is time for the yearly migration to the New 
Bedford Whaling Museum. January 6-8 will mark the 
21st annual Moby-Dick Marathon at the Museum. The 
event summons readers and enthusiasts around the globe 
- from the world's most obsessive literary aficionados, 
to local school children and everyone in between. 
Participants will travel back in time to accompany 
narrator Ishmael on the epic whaling journey and hunt 
for the elusive white whale. 

Since 1995, the Museum has marked the 
anniversary of author Herman Melville's 1841 departure 
from the Port of New Bedford and Fairhaven aboard 
the whaleship Acushnet with this mid-winter tradition. 
Melville would later pen Moby-Dick, publishing the 
famous American novel in 1851. The 25-hour Moby-Dick 
readathon, fueled by caffeine, warm local chowder, 
theatrical performances, and a fondness for the author's 
artistry, features inspiring options including a children's 
marathon, as well as a reading of the abridged Portuguese 
adaptation of the novel. 

Herman Melville's great-great-grandson, Peter 
Gansevoort Whittemore, will read the classic opening 
excerpt from Moby-Dick, beginning with the famous 
line, "Call me Ishmael." The reading will move through 
multiple settings throughout the Museum, as well as 
the Seamen's Bethel, the actual chapel that the book's 
"Whalemen's Chapel" is modeled after. The event 
begins in the Museum's Bourne Building, which houses 
the world's largest whaleship model.

sit amongst the sails, lines, and whaling tools of the 
time while experiencing the first six chapters. The next 
section of the book is read, appropriately, at the Seamen's 
Bethel. Melville attended a service there shortly before 
he shipped out, and he heard a sermon by the chaplain. 
Reverend Enoch Mudge, who was the model for Father 
Mapple in the book. 

The remainder of the book is read non-stop in 
a gallery with 180-degree views of the fishing fleets and 
other vessels lining New Bedford harbor, except for a 
theatrical adaptation of chapter 40 in the Museum's 
theater. 

The entire marathon is peppered with fun 
Melville-inspired activities throughout, including 
opportunities to chat with Melville scholars and even a 
chance to "stump" the scholars by testing their Melville 
knowledge. 

The few hardy souls who brave the voyage 
through all 136 chapters of the great American epic - from 
"Etymology" to "Epilogue" - will receive a prize when 
the marathon comes to an end on Sunday.

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may be due, but 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore. Any hints? 

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier 
come out they disappear. Some cats don't mind the 
carrier if it is left out all year round. Feed them in the 
carrier, allow them to nap in it, let it be associated with 
more pleasant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven't gotten the cat to think positively 
about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom prior to 
getting the carrier out of the basement. That way the 
cat can't disappear. Bring the carrier into the bathroom 
and keep the door closed so the cat won't escape. 
Feliway is a pheromone that may decrease your cat's 
anxiety when it is sprayed or wiped on the carrier.
